NO LONGER KIRST 


New York, Dec. 14—The torpedoing 
of two Austrian battleships in the 
harbor of Trieste by Italian torpedo 
craft on the night of l>eeember 9, is 
reported in a message received here 
by 
Commander C. Blister, 
of 
the 
Italian Navy. 
The information was contained in a 
telegtam 
received 
by 
Commander 
Blister from Capt. L. Yannutelli, the 
naval attache of the Italian embassy 
at Washington. 
“After successfully crossing several 
obstructions and mine field*,” the dis­ 
patch said, the Italian torpedo craft 
“entered the harbor of Trieste, where 
they fired four torpedoes against two 
Austrian men-of-war of the Monarch 
type. AH the torpedoes reached their 
targets and exploded. 
"Though the moat intense artillery 
fire was concentrated against the at­
